Car then linked to armed 
robbery 

A man charged with steal¬ 
ing a kx-al ear and uttering 
death threats against the car’s 
owner, will face trial on Febru¬ 
ary 22. 

The trial date was set to 
allow Shawn Irwin the oppor¬ 
tunity to stand trail on charges 
of armed robbery in B.C., also 
slated for February. 

RCMP allege Irwin stole the 
car in Didsburv on November 
13. The car is believed to have 
been used in the robbery. 

Young oHendertaces jail 

A youth is facing a jail term 
after pleading guilty to two 
serious charges of break and 
enter and mischief. 

The youth admitted his in¬ 
volvement in two break and 
enters in Cars fairs in Novem¬ 
ber, one which resulted in 
nearly $6000 in damages to 
the home after the suspects 
ran rampant, destroying car¬ 
pets and linoleum, plants and 
fixtures. 

During the first break in, 
on November 22, a .22 c alibre 
handgun, along with a seven 
round clip and buck knife were 
stolen. The youth said he sold 
the weapon which has not been 
recovered. 


While* the youth has no pre 
vious record, the prosecution 
said they will seek a jail term. 
The judge ordered a pre-sen- 
teneing report for the youth. 
He will return to court for sen¬ 
tencing on January 15. 

A second youth charged 
jointly for the same incidents 
has reserved his plea to Janu¬ 
ary 10. 

Student ordered to write 
essay 

A 14-year-old student, 
charged with uttering death 
threats against his vice prin¬ 
cipal, has been ordered to write 
an essay for the judge on the 
importance of gaining an edu 
cation. 

The judge ordered the essay 
from the youth after he pleaded 
guilty to the charge. 

The youth was charged at 
the beginning of November at 
ter he was ordered to leave his 
school in Bowden on suspen¬ 
sion. He refused, threatening 
the vice-principal's life. 

The youth's mother said the 
bov had been assessed with 
attention deficit disorder and 
they had been trying to enroll 
him in a special school. She 
said they had run into road 
blocks in their efforts. 

Before sentencing, thejudge 
asked the probation officer to 
give the family a hand with the 
efforts. The youth will return to 
court on January 15.

Dark ages

I know at this time of year, I'm expected to write about 
something seasonal, wishing everyone a wonderful Christ¬ 
mas and New Year's, but after hearing news of the recent 
court decision in sexual assault cases, I had to vent. 

The decision relates to a sexual assault case involving 
four women and a bishop. The decision allows for the 
release of women's medical and psychological records if 
the court finds it is relevant to t he defence of t he accused. 

My first question is how can that ever occur? It is like 
we have been thrown back to the dark ages of rape when 
courts agreed with defence arguments that a women 
asked to be raped if she went out for a drink with a man 
or wore something suggestive. Allowing these records to be 
used in the first place opens the door up for a woman's past 
to be used against her. If the medical record shows she has 
had a sexually transmitted disease in the past, will the 
defence not use that to show the women is promiscuous 
and throw that out in an attempt to discredit her? What 
about if her psychiatric record shows a hist ory of a ment al 
illness? The defence could also use that in an attempt to 
paint the victim as unstable and therefore unreliable. 
None of this changes the reality that no means no and a 
woman who is raped deserves to see just ice done, not get 
raped twice - once at the trial. 

In the second place, the release of the documents olTers 
the chance that a woman's own words in her attempt to 
heal from the incident could be used against her. What is 
said in the therapist's chair should be considered a 
sanctity. The woman needs to concentrate on doing what¬ 
ever she needs to get over the trauma of a sexual assault, 
not worry over whether the words will be used against her 
in court. 

It is time we as a society got past this misogynist view 
of sexual assault. We keep putting the victim on trial often 
forgetting the severe emotional and physical impact this 
kind of incident has on anyone subjected to sexual as¬ 
sault. If we can prove in court one person hit another, the 
accused is considered guilty, regardless of whether or not 
the victim was of good moral character or had asked to be 
hit. Why can’t we take the same view with sexual assault, 
a far more personal and invasive criminal act? 

Now that I have gotten that bit out of my system, 1 would 
like to wish all of our readers a wondrous Christmas 
season and best wishes for 1996. See you next year!

Good health demands democracy 


Dear Editor: 

The provincial government 
recently released its discus¬ 
sion paper on the process for 
selection of Regional Health 
Authority board members. 
Friends of Medicare (FOM) be¬ 
lieves as Albertans are being 
asked to assume more respon¬ 
sibility for their own health 
care, they should have more 
input. 

Albertans should be allowed 
to decide who should repre¬ 
sent them at the table in health 
matters and issues. However, 
we recognize that this must be 
balanced with the need for 
knowledge and expertise. 

FOM believes that a system 
of both election and appoint¬ 
ment will fulfill both of those 
requirements. FOM proposes 
that two-thirds of each Au¬ 
thority would be elected and 
one-third appointed by the 
elected members. 

FOM's proposes a modifica¬ 
tion of one of the options pre¬ 
sented by the government. 
FOM believes the elected mem¬ 
bers of each Regional Health 
Authority should make the 
appointments, not the Minis¬ 
ter of Health. 

Anybody who is a Canadian 


citizen, is 18-years or older 
and resides in the region they 
wish to represent should be 
qualified to run. Elections 
should take place at the same 
time as municipal elections. 

Applications for each ap¬ 
pointed position should be re¬ 
viewed by each Regional I lealth 
Authority and the Minister of 
Health. The final decision re¬ 
garding the appointment to any 
region will be made by the 
Board for the region involved. 

In her book Health Care in 
Canada: A Description and 
Analysis of Canadian Health 
Services, Deputy Minister of 
Health Jane Fulton points out 
that the advantages of 
regionalization include a 
"Greater opportunity for con¬ 
sumer influence or control." 
While we recognize there is no 
perfect selection process. 
Friends of Medicare believes 
our proposal will result in the 
average Albertan having 
greater control over their health 
care. 

Friends of Medicare believes 
its proposal of a system of both 
election and appointment will 
eliminate any perception of bias 
or interference in the selection

A Sundre man charged with 
uttering death threats against 
two people and assault ing < >ne, 
will remain in custody until his 
irial. 

The man, who was charged 
with assaulting his estranged 
wife and threatening to kill her 
and her son, was arrested on 
the charges in November. He 
was also charged for posses¬ 
sion of a sawed off .22 calibre 
rifle. 

The 33-year-old had applied 
to be let out of jail but the judge

There’s a red box on the wall 
in Ralph Klein's office at the 
Alberta Legislature. No one 
knows exactly how long it’s 
been there; since Aberhart, 
some say. 

The front of the box is glass, 
and written under it are the 
words, In case of Emergency. 


Break Glass. Inside the box, 
there’s a little piece of paper, 
with a simple message: In case 
of trouble, it says, pick a fight 
with the feds. 

Watching an Alberta pre¬ 
mier shoot down a federal ini¬ 
tiative hardly merits a second 
look, but Klein’s total rejec¬ 
tion of Ottawa's constitutional 
proposals has been so peevish 
that it deserves some atten¬ 
tion. 

"There was absolutely no 
consultation, there was no 
constitutional process, it was 
done arbitrarily and unilater¬ 
ally, by the federal govern¬ 
ment in the form of legislation. 
And we think that in itself is 
unconstitutional.'' 

Klein wasted no time re¬ 
jecting the package and 
quickly fin'd off a letter to Prime 
Minister Jean Chretien threat¬ 
ening legal action. 

"Itsays, at the bottom of the 
letter, because of the serious¬ 
ness of this issue, the pro¬ 
posed bill has been referred to 
Alberta Justice for their ad¬ 


vice regarding the constitution¬ 
ality of the bill. I would like to 
see this bill killed, yes.” 

For a while there, it might 
have been possible to believe 
that Klein was simply reacting 
to Jean Chretien's oddly timed 
constitutional proposal as a 
man in search of veto power. 
When Chretien amended it to 
give Alberta a veto, you could 
even believe Klein was crusad¬ 
ing on behalf of the prairie have- 
nots, Manitoba and Saskatch¬ 
ewan. 

But when Klein sat side by 
side with Saskatchewan Pre¬ 
mier Roy Romanow a few days 
ago, the contradictions became 
too obvious. Klein was banging 
the drum, vowing to take 
Chretien to court and painting 
the proposal as not worthy of 
consideration. 

Romanow, though polite to 
his host's position, clearly disa¬ 
greed. 

The proposals, while ad¬ 
vanced unilaterally and there¬ 
fore not in a spirit of federal- 
provincial harmony, nonethe¬ 


less, merit very careful consid¬ 
eration.'' 

As it happens, Romanow is 
a constitutional lawyer who 
helped write the 1982 consti¬ 
tution. So if the lawyers at Al¬ 
berta Justice are being kept 
late poring over the proposals 
to find constitutional flaws, 
what has Romanow ordered? 

Well, nothing, actually. 

"I have to tell you frankly," 
he told reporters, "that we have 
not, in Saskatchewan, commis¬ 
sioned our justice department 
or anyone to examine the legal - 
ity of it. It's a serious effort to 
try to deal with the Quebec 
situation, whether you agree 
with it or disagree with it and it 
merits more time to consider.” 

While Klein was insisting 
that he can't negotiate, because 
of a 19-year-old resolution of 
the Legislature, Romanow was 
calling it a good starting point 
for talks that could find a reso¬ 
lution. 

"Although premiers and 
prime ministers may have dif¬ 
ferences , the way to get at them 


is to talk it out. This is not 
unprecedented. It worked 
out in 1981-82 with a com¬ 
promise. with all the prov¬ 
inces getting strengthened 
authority over natural re¬ 
sources. And I fully suspect 
that if we get the exercise 
going in a similar fashion, 
repeating history again, 
similar improvements and 
changes might be the end 
result." 

Klein has been running 
things for three years now 
and hasn’t needed to play 
the Eastern Invaders card 
until now. You can't blame 
him for trying it. Fact is, it 
almost always works like a 
charm. It’s even more magi 
cal when the federal govern 
ment happens to be Liberal. 

But the future of Canada 
is at stake and while Klein 
can and should vigorously 
defend Alberta's interests, he 
might be well advised to take 
quit sabre-rattling and start 
negotiating for the survival 
of the country. 


Couple ordered to remain apart

A separated couple who had 
been ordered to remain apart 
after the husband was charged 
with assaulting the wife, will 
have to remain apart even over 
the Christmas holidays. 

The pair has applied to have 
the condition withdrawn from 


the husband’s release agree 
ment were told they could only 
spend time together in the pres¬ 
ence of a third and objective 
party. 

The provincial court judge 
said he could not allow the 
condition to lapse after review¬ 
ing the amount of violence be¬ 


tween the couple over the years. 
RCMF had been called to the 
couple’s home approximately 
18 times over the past two years 
as a result of domestic vio¬ 
lence. 

Mentioning the death of the 
six-year-old girl in New York 
earlier this year, the judge said 


he did not want to allow a 
situation where serious vio¬ 
lence could occur. 

"I don’t wanttointerfere with 
the marriage but I don't want 
them to get back together to 
destroy each other.” 

The judge allowed the cou¬ 
ple to attend counselling ses¬ 


sions together and suggested 
they work out an arrangement 
with their probation officer to 
meet during the Christmas 
holidays. 

The husband, who pleaded 
not guilty to the charge of as¬ 
sault, will face trial on Febru¬ 
ary 12.

Historic home tour a success

Owners and organizers be¬ 
hind the scenes of the Historic 
HomeTour received an enthu¬ 
siastic thumbs up’ from par¬ 
ticipants in the event . 

The day was chilly and blus¬ 
tery, but no one seemed to 
mind as they sipped tea at the 
museum awaiting their tour's 
turn to visit eleven Didsbury 
homes opened for the day to 
participants Dec. 9. 

Lucille Shannon, alocal resi¬ 
dent since 1946, enjoyed the 
tour immensely. Touring 
homes where she'd often vis¬ 
ited for tea and bridge decades 
before, she noticed details, like 
original cupboards and ice 
boxes restored to a new lustre. 
Far from being discomfited by 
changes and improvements 
made by current home own¬ 
ers, Shannon was struck by 
their ingenuity, citing several 
examples of imagination in 
action. 

' When I was first married, 
we weren’t interested in re¬ 
storing older homes; we wanted 
new ones," she said. "It was 
very interesting to see what 
they'd done. As one tour came 
out and another would go in, 
people were saying. Isn't it 
fabulous?’ Everyone seemed to 
enjoy it very much.” 

Kay Fischer was impressed 
by the effort and congeniality 
displayed by hosts. 

“...it was the hospitality of 
the people who opened their 
homes. The houses had smells 
of potpourri, there were deco¬ 
rations up, and we felt very 
welcome.” 

Fischer said the cold weather 
did not affect the warmth gen¬ 
erated by the occasion. 

"It was cold and blowing 
outside, but everyone enjoyed 
it. It was very well organized 
and I think it was terrific how 
the people involved opened 
their homes to us." 

And organizers, on the other 
hand, were also pleased with 
the results of the tour. Linda 
Plewis said the response to the 
tour was incredible and they 
are considering future tours. 

In total, the event raised 
$750, half of which went to 
Didsbury High School for the 
tea. The other half will pay for 
the decorative street signs, the 


purpose behind the fundrais¬ 
ing tour. Plewis said they have 
five signs to do, but isn't sure if 
the money raised will cover the 
cost. 

"The people who opened 
their homes for the tour, we 
want to do their streets first," 
she said. 

Hopefully the idea will catch 
on, Plewis added. Already, 
other residents have expressed 
int erest in opening their homes 
for tours. 

"Maybe this will give people 
ideas," she said. 'Then they 
can fundraise or canvas the 
people on their street to do 
their own signs."

Hainstock raises $7000

The community of Hainstock 
got together for an old-fash¬ 
ioned neighborly event late last 
month and raised more than 
$7000 for a local man and his 
wife. 

The Hainstock community 
school was a hub of activity for 
nearly a month as organizers 
baked apple pies, created crafts 
and collected white elephant 
items for the Ilea market ben¬ 
efit for Richard and Linda 
Stetzema on November 25. 
Richard was paralyzed in a 
farm accident over the sum¬ 
mer. 

Organizer Dixie I logson said 
the basement of the sch<x>l was 
used for the white elephant 
sale and the upstairs was dedi¬ 
cated to craft tables and the 
bake sale. The silent auction 
was also held in the upstairs 
close to a set up of tables and 
chairs which were rarely less 
than full during the day’s event. 


Hogson said she was moved 
beyond words by the generos¬ 
ity of the community and resi¬ 
dents from Olds and Sundre 
who donated theirtime, money 
and goods. Of note was the 
work by the women who do¬ 
nated their time to bake apple 
pies. After five pie baking ses¬ 
sions, 321 apple pies and 44 
others were completely sold 
out. 

In the silent auction, every¬ 
thing was sold except for the 
offer of a stud service. Anyone 
interested is invited to call 556- 
2241 for more information. 

A donation box placed in the 
hall during the event also 
helped to add to the total. As a 
result, a total of $7436 was 
raised at the event: $ 1785 from 
the pies, $1995 though the 
silent auction, $584 from the 
white elephant sale, $230 in 
beef Jerky, $ 157 from the craft 
sale table rentals. $579 from 


the bake sale and $2105 in 
cash donations. 

As well, the farmer’s fund 
set up by locals farmers Don 
Hogson, Lome Muellerand Bill 
Venneman, raised $5328 in 
cash and grain donations. The 
three, plus local grain eleva¬ 
tors are still taking donations. 

The Olds Auction Mart 
Sietzema benefit day, held No¬ 
vember 21, raised $6736 and 
more donations have been 
made since.

Edward Cratchit 

I was only six when Uncle Scrooge bestowed the trappings of vast wealth upon 
our humble home, and humble It was Indeed. For some 

- reason, my mother refused to abandon the hovel we were 

trapped In like kippers In an earthen pot. Uncle Scrooge’s 
home was ten times the size of all the dwellings on the 
square and I wasted no time seeking and (following In¬ 
cessant begging and remonstratlon) finally receiving my 
parent’s permission to move away from what I now viewed 
as insufferable squalor and Into a layabout’s paradise 
where I did little more than eat sweets and taunt beggars. 


‘Tiny Tim’ Cratchit 

When Charles Dickens wrote A Christmas 
Carol, his classic homage to what Christmas can and 
should be, his final chapter was devoted to the trans¬ 
formation of Ebenezer Scrooge from a heartless 
scoundrel to, as Dickens 

wrote: “A good a friend, - 

as good a master, and as 
good a man as the good 
old city knew, or any 
other good old city, town 
or borough In the good 
old world.” But that was 
Ebenezer's story. Here 
follows the story Dickens 
never finished: the story 
of the Cratchit family, af¬ 
ter the tale ends. 



Martha Cratchit 

Mother and father, poor 
wretches, were the only Cratchits 
who chose to continue working for 
a living. The rest of us, scarcely able 
to believe our unexpected great for¬ 
tune, adjusted to our luxurious situ¬ 
ations more quickly than It takes 
for a clock to chime thrice. My once-calloused hands, 
roughened from years of laundry drudgery, soon became 
soft and smooth. I married a handsome boy who never 
would have glanced in my direction In past times and 
moved to a fancy manor located In fashionable Chelsea, 
fully equipped with maids and butlers who took care of 
all the servile duties that had once been my lot. 



Bob Cratchit 

Turn-of-the-century London was a harsh climate In which to 
raise a family. Like everyone else in my position, I did the best I 
could, but still, I was forced to send 
my children out to work for pennies 
a day before any of them saw their 
fourteenth birthdays. My wife and I 
struggled mightily to ensure that a 
legacy of love, caring and hope was 
theirs to keep and share with others. 
But to our horror, all that quickly 
vanished as Ebenezer Scrooge 
opened his heart and his pocket book 
to my family. 


Belinda Cratchit 

For my part, I looked at my mother, worn to a 
shadow of her former self from years of exhausting 
labor, both In the service of her own family and in 
producing eleven children, six of whom died In In¬ 
fancy, and wept for joy at my release from a similar 
fate. I took to the stage and aspired to become an 
actress of repute. 




Peter Cratchit 

If there had been Nintendo or Sega In our day. Uncle 
Scrooge would have bought us every game tape ever Issued. As 
it was, we never lacked again for any of the creature comforts 
we soon learned to take for granted. Uncle saw to our every 
need and whim. We started throwing away food and clothing 
we would have danced for Joy to acquire in earlier times. We 
soon discovered that Uncle Scrooge was an easy mark for a 
piteous tale, and the lot of us became quite adept at parting 
Uncle from coin and bill.

tjons something totally incred¬ 
ible to normal understanding 
and that is that Jesus existed 
as the result of a virgin birth. 
This has been ehallenged, on 
occasion by some religious ex¬ 
perts. as ridiculous; but for 
those who believe in an all pow¬ 
erful God, who can at His 
choosing change the normal 
course of nature then it be 
comes more aceeptable. Then 
as a baby Jesus generat ed three 
specifie and amazing activities. 
First humble shepherds miles 
away from Bethlehem on the 
hills had an out of the ordinary 
experience that they attributed 
to angels and they became the 
first to pay honor to this little 
helpless baby. Then wise men 
from a distant land far to the 
East felt compelled to leave 
everything and to travel from 
miles away to find this particu¬ 
lar baby and, by tradition to 
offer special and expensive 
gifts. Finally King Herod who 
one might have thought would 
feel secure as king was so fright¬ 
ened and felt so threatened by 
this birth of someone who 
would take another twenty 
years or so even to grow up 
that he ordered all hoy babies 
in the area to be slaughtered, 
but this particular baby es¬ 
caped into Egypt with his par¬ 
ents. 

That is quite a birth story 
and because of that some of 
the writers of the New Testa¬ 
ment Gospels recorded those 
events when they wrote sixty 
to eighty years later. The ac¬ 
tual celebration of Christmas 
did not immediately follow 
those accounts, hut developed 
over several hundred years in- 
corporating pagan (or non 
Christian) winter festivals and 
the celebration that God Him¬ 
self would send a special hu¬ 
man being to be His Son and to 
so influence the world that it 
would never be the same again. 

So among the fun and fes¬ 
tivities, the feasting and 
partying, the gift giving and 
among the sorrowful and lonely 
and unemployed and termi¬ 
nally ill, among the poor as 
well as the rich, the young and 
the old there is this other mean¬ 
ing to Christmas and for Chris¬ 
tian people and for many oth¬ 
ers it is the true meaning of 
Christmas that a Saviour came 
into the world as a humble 
baby, to bring peace and love 
and hope for all generations, 
everywhere and forever. 

Have a happy and peaceful 
Christmas.

This century there have been 
billions of human births and 
currently estimates say that 
there are about six billion of us 
on the planet. Many more have 
been bom this century and not 
survived to 1995! So what is so 
special about the birth of a 
particular middle eastern baby 
around about the year zero on 
our calendar? Why would the 
Christian countries of the world 
remember Jesus' birth in par¬ 
ticular? There have been many 
kings and queens and emper¬ 
ors and famous military lead¬ 
ers and painters and writers 
and doctors and prime minis¬ 
ters but if someone asked you 
for their date of birth, would 
you remember? Sadly there are 
many families where people do 
not always remember the birth¬ 
days of quite close relatives, 
but have you ever met anyone 
who completely forgot Christ¬ 
mas Day? 

Christmas Day is not for the 
celebration of Santa Claus, it 
is not to celebrate the tallest 
snowman (or should it be 
snowperson!) on the street, it 
is not about the brightest of 
the lights or the number of 
Christmas songs played on the 
radio. Christmas is about the 
birth of Jesus of Nazareth. All 
the other celebrations are de¬ 
signed to remind us of this 
fact; and to boost retail sales! 

But the wonder of Christ¬ 
mas exists even if there are no 
big gifts, no sales in retail 
stores, because Christmas is 
the goodwill and collective spirit 
of the people who celebrate the 
Birth of Christ the Son of God. 
That love and peace may be 
shown by reconciliation in a 
family, it may be shown by the 
effort of someone travelling 
hundreds of miles for a half 
hour visit with a young person 
in their life or with an old rela¬ 
tive. Christmas spirit exists 
where true love is evident. 

Anyone bom in a king’s pal - 
ace or anyone bom in famous 
circumstances becomes out of 
reach and often out of touch 
with more ordinary mortals, 
but because Jesus was bom 
among the animals in a stable 
or cave he becomes accessible 
to all of humanity. 

Why was His birth and life 
so important? First there has 
always been a great mystery 
attached to His conception and 
birth.

New permit system for crown timber 


Special to the Review 

Ty Lund, Minister of Envi¬ 
ronmental Protection intro¬ 
duced a new timber permit 
system last week designed to 
prevent illegal harvesting and 
export of Crown timber and 
ensure greater protection of the 
environment. 

Starting January 1, 1996, 
landowners harvesting private 
coniferous timber must obtain 
a new timber permit from Land 
and Forest Service and Fish 
and Wildlife offices through¬ 
out the province prior to haul¬ 
ing timber on public roads. 

All unprocessed coniferous 
timber harvested from private 
land, Indian Reserves or Metis 
settlements must have com¬ 
pleted forms accompanying 
timber loads. Hauling timber 
without proper documentation 
will result in penalties up to 
$5,000. 

Throughout the past year, 
we have been cracking down 
on those who are stealing or 
exporting Crown Umber and 
have conducted on-site inspec¬ 
tions to ensure that private 
logging activiUcs are not ad¬ 
versely affecting the environ¬ 
ment," said Lund. 'This new 
system reinforces our enforce¬ 
ment measures which will 
eliminate unauthorized har¬ 
vesting on provincially owned 
land and enable us to monitor 
more closely potential problem 
areas for any environmental 
impacts." 

The new form will enable 
staff to confirm the original 
location of the harvested tim¬ 
ber, volume, vendor and re¬ 
ceiver. This information will 


also be verified with purchas¬ 
ing mills. Harvesting locations 
on private land could also be 
checked prior to and after har¬ 
vesting to assess any environ¬ 
mental impacts. 

As an additional measure, 
these new forms will only be 
made available to private land- 
owners, band council mem¬ 
bers of an Indian Reserve or a 
Metis Set tlement Councillor for 
an administrative, non-refund- 
able fee of $ 10. The forms au¬ 
thorize timber hauling for a 
period of 90 days from the time 
they are issued and cannot be 
transferred to another party or 
be used alter the expiry date 
passes. One copy of a com¬ 
pleted form and all unused 
forms must be returned to the 
issuing office within 30 days of 
the expiry date indicated. 

All trucking companies 
hauling timber supplies must 
also have a copy of the permit 
form until the load destination 
is reached, The forms must be 
fully completed and verify the 
volume of trees or logs, harvest 
1 (nation and llnal destination 
of the load. To prevent falsifi¬ 
cation of the permit , two spe¬ 
cially coded load tags will be 
issued with each form and must 
be affixed to the front of each 
trucking trailers. 

The new timber permit sys¬ 
tem is just one of the many 
provincial initiatives that 
strengthens our efforts to bet¬ 
ter protect our environment 
and our natural resources," 
said Lund. "But, enforcement 
and regulations alone are not 
as effective without along term 
commitment to education. 
Through our woodlot educa¬ 


tional program, wc are having 
great success in assisting land- 
owners make informed deci¬ 


sions concerning their woodlot. 
1 encourage all landowners to 
obtain information on our 


woodlot management program 
when they pick up their new 
permit form."

Why do businesses close? 
Sometimes a business closes 
because of market conditions 
(or perhaps more appropriately 
in these times because of 
changing market conditions). 
There is so much built up iner¬ 
tia in an established busi -1 
ness that reacting to radi¬ 
cally changing times can be I 
difficult. Often the business | 
will sit back believing that 
these changes are only blips 
in the business cycle and 
that things will return to 
normal soon and they do not. 

Sometimes the realization 
that the market conditions have 
changed will prompt change in 
the business and it will again 
grow and be prosperous. Per¬ 
haps new or increased invest¬ 
ment in technology or inven¬ 
tory is needed. But sometimes 
the business owner is con¬ 
strained by events and deci¬ 
sions beyond their control and 
can only watch in frustration 
until the point is reached where 
you simply can not continue 
and you are forced to close the 
operation. 

But the fact that a business 
has closed is also something 
else (and I do not mean to 
downplay that impact the busi 
ness closure has on its em¬ 
ployees. owners or customers). 


In a very real sense a business 
closure is an opportunity for 
learning. Failure is often a 
better teacher than success 
(although you need to be very 
philosophical to be able to ac¬ 
cept failure in this way). Poten¬

tial new business ideas can be 
evaluated in light of the failed 
business. Ihe structure and 
organization of the formerbusi- 
ness can be examined and les¬ 
sons learned from how it was 
managed and constituted. How 
the business marketed itself 
can often be an excellent 
teacher as the results of this 
kind of activity is available to 
anyone who wants to look at 
the situation. And perhaps a 
failed business is simply tell 
ing us that the market just 
isn’t right for that particular 
operation. 

This past week the down¬ 
town Mayfair IGA closed its 
doors. While certainly most 
unfortunate, this closure can 
also be viewed in another light. 


There is now vacant space avail - 
able in a prime location, creat - 
ing an opportunity for the right 
people to step in and begin a 
new venture. While these op¬ 
portunities do not do very much 
for the unfortunate people who 
lost their business and 
jobs, hopefully new ven¬ 
tures will quickly move in 
to fill the void (physically 
and in an economic sense) 
and result in a stronger 
local economy with new 
jobs and more activity.

Some of the best things about this time of year are 
our traditions. Holidays from work and school, turkey 
dinners with family and friends, Christmas trees, 
sleigh bells and New Year's Eve are among the tradi 
tions we respect and preserve. Each family will have 
their own favorites to add to the list. 

I proposeanew holiday tradition and this is one that 
can be done in a few hours on January second or third, 
after all the other celebrations are over. I’m referring, 
of course, to the taking of a farm inventory: counting 
and valuing all farm produce and supplies on hand at 
the end of the year. 

Taking an annual inventory is the single most 
important thing that any farm manager can do to 
Improve the management of his or her farm business. 
People from other industries may think that this 
statement is obvious and simplistic. They are forced to 
provide balance sheets with full inventory information 
to Revenue Canada each year at tax time. However, 
farmers and fishermen have (and benefit from) the 
option of filing income tax on a cash basis, so balance 
sheets and inventories are not generally required by 


Revenue Canada. 

So. why take an inventory? The answer has nothing 
to do with income tax and everything to do with good 
management and knowing whether your farm is earn 
ing a profit or suffering a loss. Our cash tax filing 
system, while having definite advantages, produces 
cash-based income and expense figures that say very 
little about profit or loss, unless they are adjusted for 
inventory changes and accounts payable and reeeiv- 
able. When these adjustments are made, the result is 
a Net Income Statement that shows the true financial 
progress of the farm business. 

One other reason to take an annual inventory is the 
new Farm Income Stability Program (F1SP). This pro 
gram at tempts to stabilize farm income at a level of 70 
percent of the average of the past three years. There are 
no premiums to pay and the only application process 
is in a year when you are eligible to claim. Inventory 
adjustments aren't necessary for past years, but they 
arc required in the year of claim. An inventory taken at 
the end of each business year will provide all the 
information necessary for Ihe FISP program. 

The process of taking Inventory is a simple one. 
Basically, the task is to count, describe and value the 
various types of livestock, grain, forages and supplies 


that are on hand at the end of the business year 
(usually December 31). Of course, the ending inven¬ 
tory for one year becomes the beginning inventory for 
the next. Many farmers make up their own forms for 
recording inventories, but if you would like a set of 
forms in a generic format, please contact me and I’ll 
send it out. 

The costs of taking an inventory are few and the 
benefits are many. If you would like more information 
about taking inventories, record keeping and account¬ 
ing, or the Farm Income Stability Program, please call 
your local Alberta Agriculture District Office or Ted 
Darling in Airdrie at 948-8524.
